so much less clerical work in the adjustment of 
prices. And ak regards food and commodities 
coming from silver countries, which in other 
words means coming from Canton, prices in 
Hongkong wonld not be affected one way or 
the other, for such goods would continue to, 
be paid for in silver, and the only alteration’ 
that could arise would be the creation of an 
exchange business between this and Canton: 
Any tendency towards artificial prices in 
Hongkong would be immediately neutralised 
by shipments from Canton ; the two places are 
so close and communication bstween them 
so frequent and cheap that they may he 
covsidered {o be practically one market. 
And the same remarks apply to raw 
sugar, hemp, and limestone brought here 
for manufacture into refined sugar, rope, 
and cement. Raw sugar from Java is already 
paid for in gold, hemp very shortly will be 
so, and limestone would continue to be paid 
for in silver. Similarly material for local ship- 
building industries will cost no more bacanse it 
ig already paid forin gold. Before proceeding 
to deal with that, part of our trade which is con- 
nected with transit of goods on their way to and 
from China, let us first see what inflience o gold 
standard will have upon the price of labour, 
becaagse the one has a very great bearing upon 
the other. We are now upon debatable ground, 
in that it is impossible to foresee exactly what 
the ultimate tarn of events may be, but matters 
cannot. be much worse than they are now because 
the Chinese are smart enough to take advantage 
of the continual rige in prices to agitate on all 
sides for higher pay whether they are really 
affected by exchange or not, the result being 
perpetual disagreement with employees and 
consequent injury to business. Opponents of 
reform say in effect that with a gold currency 
the labourer of Hongkong will receive higher 
wages than the labourer of Canton, and that 
therefore Hongkong will be handicapped in its 
labour against Canton and neighbouring ports. 
This I tase to be their argument, though [ 
bare never heard it explicitly stated. Now, 
gentlemen, what is it that mainly determines 
the price of labour all the world over, and es- 

ecially so here in China? It is the coat of 
sod, raiment and shelter, and according as 
thes- vary in price so as a general rule 
will the price of labour be affected. We have 
seen that a gold standard will not inc: ease 
the price of imported food and raiment. and 
granting then that my deductions are correct 
a gold standard will not increase the price of 
Hongkong labour. (Applause.) It is not the 
coin itself that the labourer looks at but the 
purchasing power of that coin, and I contend 
that if a penny-pieco in Hongkong will 
purchase the same quantity of rice as 4 
1@.cent piece in Canton the Hongkong coolie 
will accept in payment for his labour 3 


penny-pieces where the Canton coolie accepts 
SJ cents. (Applause.) Furthermore, I believe 
the Hongkong coolie, whatever our currency 
be, will continue to accept the coins of the 
mainland just as he does now copper cash and 
the silver pieces of Kwangtuang, Mohkien, and 
Hupeh, co if that bs true it is a farther 
argument that a gold standard will not affect 
the price of labour.

Practically none. Tho. whole of it is bought in 
Canton, and so it will continue whatever-our 
cnrrency is. Then we are told that with a gold 
standard and consequent increase in the cost of 
labout, the transhipment of Canton produce 
will be affected elsewhere and Bongxone will 
be so|much thé loser. It can hardily be con- 
tendefl that the great ocesn liners will forsake 
us for Canton or -Slacao, for the very good 
reasofi that no deeply laden vessel can get 
within miles of either place, and also there are. 
such| matters as Customs objections to be 
consiflered. Hongkong, as ‘I said before, is the 
natutal sea-port for Cantoa, and no change in 
currgney arrangement can deprive us of that 
advantage. (Applanse.) Now as to the 
question of financing interport trade—which 
I understand to be trade between two 
Chiqese ports direct, such as .Wuha and 
QGanfon—much of which financing is done 
in Hongkong, and which we are told will 
leavé us if we adopt a gold standard. I confess 
to boing somewhat hazy on the point, having 
never yet had a clear example of what is meant, 
and| until these general assertions are boiled 
down to some definite illustration one is apt to. 
get| mazed. We are told that mnch of the 
interport coast trade and the export trade of 
Chih sis financed in Hongkong, whioh financing 
I ¢learly understand must to some extent 
benefit Hongkong, but whether its withdrawal 
would seriously prejudice onr prosperity 
remains yet to be shown. And is this connec- 
tio it may be well to point out here a 
serjous disadvantage from which the Colony 
auffers, viz, that a large: proportion of 
profits made in the Colony are by reason 
of |the uncertain value of securities invested 
out of it—an illustration of which is afforded 
by| the Hongkong and Shanghai Bank's gold 


>gerve—so that although it may bejestly argued . 


a gold standard would deprive the Colony -of 
these profits on financing, on the other hand 
it] may with equal justice be argued that 
alsilver standard drives away the profits 
after they are made.

~ Gentlemen, is there a man in the Colony who can 


truthfally say that he benefits by a fallin silver ? 
(Applause.) “Yes, perhaps there ig just oue, 
viz., the man whose income is in gold and who 
spends it allin silver to the utmost limit, saving 
nothing, investing nothing. That man benefits 
because silver prices ‘or flomestic expenditure 
do not immediately rise in sympathy with the 
fall. Gentlemen, is theye a man poss:ssed of 


'. anything at all who does not bitterly deplore 


that he ever kopt his {savings here? Does 
he not regret day and night that every dollar 
saved was not forthwith cabled to London? 
Not one man ia this Colony can truthfully 
say that he has benefited by keeping his cupital 
or investments in silver} (applause); and if we 
regret the past to-day may we not have cause 
to regret the present wheo it in turn becomes 
the past? What is therp to prevent the d.llar

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man of honest intentions could live in moderate 
comfort and inve:t his savings without anxiety. 
Then as to. the greatest advantage of all— 
plentiful’ money. With a stable carrency 
money would be invested her:; industries 


capital, and trade flonrish in consequence, 
whilst the value of local investments would 
raise to probably. a 5 per cent. basis. The 
Colony's expenditure is now largely in gold. 
its income in silver—a most unsound state of 
affairs, which with a gold currency would 
cease. As to the most importsnt point of all, 
viz., the scheme of conversion, opinions must, 
necessarily differ, and I will not presume to 
burden you with my views or dilale upon 
alternative measures, feonass that 1s a subject 
for controversy and experts, but in oider tq 
forestall any charge of incompleteness in my 
remarks I may perhaps be pardoved for saying 
a word in favour of sterling, the good old 
cumbrows pounds, shillings, and- pence of ou 
pative Jand. The mother country’s coinage, 
it seems to me, should be good enough for us, 
and as the greater part of the world|s 
trade is carried on under the pounds, shilliugs, 
and pence system I do not think Hong- 
kong’s infinitesimal affairs will disturb the 
equilibrium. A change to sterling could 
be effected by Government importing golf, 
silver, and copper-coins similar to those in use 
at home and from a given date making sterling 
legal tender in the Colony; at the same time 
demonetising both the British and Mexican 
dollar which would then be left to find o sale 
for themselves on the market at the current 
price of bullion. And, if there be a danger /jof 
the sovereigns becoming absorbed into Chioaj I 
submit that this could be prevented by conffn- 
ing the currency to silver and copper tokens apd 
banknotes backed by an effective gold reseqve 
kept in London. In process of time onp’s

nothing but the cost of production and the 
laws of supply and demand. We are told 
things adjust themselves, that in sympathy 
with the falling dollar up go stocks, property, 
salaries, dividends, and |it is only a question of 
time that matte:s right themselves. A’ poor 
consolation imdeed for us to know that. in 


years to come onr descendants will reap two 


dollars where we have sown one. A_ fine 
incentive to labour and thrift, indeed, to know 
that in process of time everythiog will pan oat 
all right, whilst we in the meantime perish in the 
process. (Applause.) And, indeed, this gospel 
of adjustment, like the, gospel of cheap silver 
stimulating exports, ig a fallacy. Salaries, 
investments, rater of interest on mortgage have 
not doubled since the} dollar was twice its 
present value. Cheap silver has not stimulated 
the exports of China, |as witness the China 


- export trate to-day. That cheap silver stimu- 


lates exports is true only in that it does so 
temporarily, bit to maintain that it does so 
permanently is tantamount to saying that a 
f4eap medium of barter creates trade ; and if 
vhat be so we have but to substitute African 
comries for silver and gold and the trade of the 
world would be immensely greater, The whole 
preaching is false, the|doctrine rotten to the 
core, But how different would things have 
been had our savings afd our capital been in

metal, and the notes, shillings and pence take 
their places, thongh in the meantime, |no 
doubt, there would have to exist a sort of double 
currency. The storekeepars, the doctors, fhe 
lawyers would charge sterling rates, and receive 
payment either in sterling or in dollars at the 
rate of the day. The ricksha-coolie would cpn- 
tinue to accept Chinese money, and failing that 
would receive his penuy fare, and either buy 
bis rice with penny-pieces or change them ilito 
Chinese cash to make his purchases as he dpes 
to-day. The banks would convert their clients’ 
accounts into sterling at the current rate [for 
silver bullion, whilst the lcoal companies would 
change the face value of their scrip into sterling 
at whatever rate the shareholders fix. Before 
concluding these remarks there is one point I 
will ask your permission to emphasise, and it 
is this, that the resolution does not commit 
you in any way to an approval of a gold qur- 
rency; it merely asks for enquiry, and if after a 
full and independent enquiry it is found that a 
gold standard is unsuitable to our circumstances 
then nothing more can be said upon the subject, 
except that we must wait in anxious hope/for 
the day when China shall awakea to our resque. 
In the meantime let us endeavour to help our- 
selves, especially as by so doing we may possibly 
influence China to adopt the one true standard 
of value under which the greatest natioug of 
the earth have prospered and progressed. 
(Applause.) I beg to move the resolution I 
have read.

Mr. Puarraiz said—We are all heartily sick 
of silver; it is an utterly unreliable currency 
and we all see our little hard-earned savings 
melting away into nothing like a lump of sugar 
in a cup of tea.

her adoption of thé gold standard has onor- 
- mously increased her industries in spite of the 
increased-cost of labour; because the advant- 
age derived from the reform in her monetary 
system by far outweighed the excess in cost 
of labour, as will be seen from her trade 
reports.:: By parity of reasoning I do not see 
why-we-should not expect advantages from 
the -reform of our money system which will put 
in the shade all seeming hindrances. Hongkong 
suffers from lack of cheap money for the cultiva- 
tion of new industries, for the simple reason 
that home people are deterred from sending out 
money here on account of the decreasing value of 
. gilvor. .With cheap money Hongkong is bound 
to expand its trade and develop its industrial 
capabilities. The change from silver to 
gold, as any. change in the social world 
designed to be an improvement, is apt to be 
fraught with initial difficulties which should 
not alarm the man of sound commonsense 
Tho change is bound.to work itself slowly 
oud gradually until in time it produces the 
‘desired: effect. Hongkong might suffer in- 
conveniences at the beginning, but by identify- 
ing herself with the world she is sure to draw 
capital whereby the many facilities of a first- 
class commercial port will be cultivated and 
her wealth increased accordingly. The wealth 
of Hongkong asa non-producing port consists 
of the savings of single or corporate indi- 
viduals,; invested in landed property, joint 
stock companies .bank deposits, or floating in 
‘commercial undertakings representing goods or 
credits. As the value of sach wealth can only 
bo determined in terms of gold or silver, and as 
Hongkong is a British possession, the wealth of 
footer on must be valued in money related to the 
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other country—apart from the consideration 
hat as.a commercial place, its wealth should be 
estimated by the world’s commercial standard.

i: Mr.R.C. Wrcox said—L have much pleasure 
Mr. Chairman, in supporting the resolution 
proposed by my friend Mr. Osborne. The 
remarks to which we have already listened 
cover most of the ground, but without unduly 
trespassing on the time of the meeting I should 
like to lay a few facts before it which, if not 
exactly new, may not yet have yielded their full 
significance. We are met to-day to consider 
what may, I think without exaggeration, be 
termied a crisis in the history of this Colony, 
and I trust that in such consideration we shall 
neither be swayed by fears of the unknown nor 
biased by:mere opinions as to our impotence in 
the matter.

I think it would be, for the following among 

other ressons, but on so complex a question 

as the currency I do not desire to dogmatise. 

I would: now simply point out some of the ways 

in which the Colony is injured by the ceaseless 

fluctuation and more or less steady decline of 
its present standard. 1t bas been clearly shown 
how adversely trade in all its branches has been 
affeoted; how its profits have long been. grow- 
ing small by degrees and beautifully lees. The 
present commercial depregsion must, I fear, 
continue for some time in any case, but I do 
not imagine it to be beyond the wit of man or 
the power of the Imperial Government to devise 

a cure that will at least put a period to tbe

Many 
persons may smugly object that they are-not 
affected in this way. because théy hold. neither 
mortgages nor debentures; their investments 
are confined to shares in joint-stock concerns, 
and that many of these have improved in value. — 
But such investors may perhaps. not be aware, 
or they may not remember, thaé most of. the 
local companies have invested a largo proportion 
of their reserve funds in mortgages and de- 
bentures.. Ten of the principal lycal joint- 
stock companies have loaned out on mortgage 
no less a sum than $11,178,993 and have another 
million invested in bonds and debentures.

: Under the auspices of the Odd Volumes 
Society, Rev. Dr. George F. Pentecost lectured 
in S. Andrew's Hall (City Hall) on the 6th 
inst. Hon. F. H. May, C.M.G.. Cclonial 
Secretary, presided over an audience whieh 
cwnpletely fi led the hall. ; 

The CHarteMaN in his introductory remarks 
said that to most of those present Dr. Pentecost 
toust be known by reputation. During the 
short time he bad spent in Hongkong, Dr. 
Pentecost had made his personality known, and, 
he took the liberty of Siding very favourably 
known to all. (Applause.) He believed that 
the reverend doctor had preached and lectured 
since he was 21 years of age; he would not 
venture to -guess how old he was to-d-y, 
but he ventured to think that he had 
devoted o great many usefal years to a very 
noble work.

collision {he junk had a cargo on board worth, 
ag alleged bythe plaintiff, some $16,000 or 
$17,000 and a large number of passengers. Ths 
collision does not appear to have been a violent 
one, bitit caused the junk to go over right on to 
its side with the sail in the water, and, although 
the Hoiho, after the collision, stayed and rescued 
many ofthe passengers, unfortunately many 
lives were lost as well as the cargo and the 
junk. Much of the loss of life is owing to 
the fact: that many Chinese passengers were 
locked up in the cabin ag a precaution against 
piracy. .In these circumstances the plaintiff 
sues for damages, iallegiug the collision to have 
been caused solely by the. negligence of 
those navigating the steamer.
